STILL MISSING

The public representatives heartily 
commended the pluck and cool- 
headedness of people who had been 
bombed’ out of their homes but had 
stayed to help rescue neighbours. Among 
these was Miss M. Dempsey, of 2 
North Strand road. Miss Dempsey was 
asleep in her bedroom with her aged 
mother when one of the first bombs 
tore a crater in the roadway outside 
the front door. The front of her house 
was reduced to rubble, and all that was 
left: was portion of the bedroom walls. 

The Dublin City Manager and his 
staff, including the Housing and En- 
gineering Departments, were in session 
all day yesterday, dealing with the 
problems of accommodating the home- 
less in the bombed areas, and also 
those affected by the collapse of houses 
in Bride street earlier in the day, 
according to an announcement by 
Alderman A. Byrne, T D. 

It was decided to place at the dis. 
posal of the homeless about 100 houses 
in the Cabra section. and all night last 
night workers were rushing to com- 
pletion the lighting, sanitary and 
other arrangements in these houses, 
which were not scheduled to have 
been completed for at 
weeks hence . It is expécted that by 
working all day to-day they will have 
the houses ready for the refugees. 

Daring yesterday the devastated 
area was visited by Alderman P. §&. 
Doyle, Dr. Hannigan, T.D.; Alderman 
T. Kelly, T.D.; Councillor P. Medlar, 
and Senator Michael Staines. 

Every effort will be made by the 
City Manager and the Dublin Corpora- 
tion to take care of the homeless. 


TWO FAMILIES 


.Rescue parties were throughout 

yesterday very active at North Strand 
road, where the greatest death-toll 
occurred, this being the location of 
the most violent explosion. ‘Here, at 
No. 24, seven bodies of the Browne 
family, who came from Edenderry a 
few years ago, were identified by Mr. 
John Corrigan, father of Mrs. Mary 
Browne. Another grievously-stricken 
family. was that of the Fitzpatrick’s, 
of No, 28. The bodies of father and 
mother, their son Noel, and their 
daughter Madge were recovered on 
Saturday night. Another daughter, 
Mona’ (24), and a son, Gerard (19), 
are safe. From the remains of the 
two sthashed houses, No. 155 and No. 
156, the- body of a woman was extri- 
cated. Members of the rescue party 
said there were more bodies beneath. 


WORK OF RED CROSS 


‘‘The .Red Cross worked magnifi- 
cently,;’’ Assistant-Commissioner A. J. 
O’Connor, official of the St. John 
Ambulance Medical Department, de- 
clared yesterday. Assisted by the 
Red Cross they handled large numbers 
of casualties, fatal and injured. A 
large number of the injured were in a 
gerious condition, he said. Assistant 
Commissioner J. P. McNamara, chief 
casualty officer of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, was also quite satisfied with the 
splendid work. The mobile unit, fitted 
out, as & complete hospital and staffed 
by -murses, immediately went into 
action alter the bombing. Later in 
the mo the mobile canteen went 
out to the bombed locations and served 
1,000 breakfasts and later—at 11 
o'cloék—they served luncheon to 
many. | 
As the ambulance was being driven 
by Private John Doyle towards one 
of the places where the first bomb 
fell, a bomb struck North Strand, a 
bare twenty-five yards from them, 
literally blowing their car for an equal 
distance: hack down the road, e 
mudguards were splintered with bomb 
fragments, the radiator burst and the

THREE PERSONS 
KILLED 


= persons were killed 
and fifteen others had to 
receive hospital treatment when 
two houses collapsed in Old 
Bride street, Dublin, shortly 
after 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. A third house partly 
collapsed. i 

The dead are: Mrs. Bridget 
Lynskey (30) and her five- 
months-old baby, Noel, and 
Samuel O’Brien (72), a pen- 
sioner of Messrs. Guinness. 
They all lived in the tenement 
house, No. 46 Old Bride street. 

Several of the families—there were 
five families in all—living in No. 46 
were preparing to move to new homes 
in the immediate future. Mrs. 
the dead woman, had the 
key to a new DubagLorparah 
at Kimmage in her possession; she 
and her family were to have moved 
there to-morrow. 

Patrick Hanvey, a 15-year-old mem- 
ber of the A.R.P. Emergency Com- 
munications Service, who lived in No. 
47 Old Bride street—the second of the 
wrecked houses—told an Jrish Times 
representative that he had just got 
out of bed at 10 o'clock when ‘‘I saw 
bits falling off the wall. Then some- 
one shouted, ‘Come on  quick— 
the house is falling.’ Part of 
the wall of No. 46 collapsed, and 
then our own house fell as I reached 
the door. Something hit me and I 
fell. After a minute or two I man- 
aged to crawl out.” 

In escaping from the a youn 
Hanvey had saved the light blue hel- 
met which he wears in the Emergency 
Communications Service. All the other 
members of the Hanvey family, who

TRAPPED IN WRECKAGE 


Most of the casualties occurred in 
No. 46. The Dublin Fire Brigade 
reached the street within a few 
minutes of the houses falling, and 
found that nine of the thirty people 
who lived in the three houses were 
trapped in the wreckage. Three per- 
sons crawled out while the crew of 
the Fire Brigade’s rescue van worke 
to save the others. One fireman,

The firemen brought four persons 
out of the wreckage, including the 
body of Samuel O’Brien. O’Brien's 
wife was uninjured. 

An A.R.P. rescue party was called 
from its work on the bombed houses 
at the North Strand and took over the 
rescue duties: from the Fire Brigade. 
They were assisted for some time by 
a party of military. Red Cross and 

a Ambulance Brigade workers 
were assisting the injured and those 
suffering from shock to hospital. L.8.F.

POPE PIUS XII. broadcast 

an address from Vatican 
Radio yesterday, to commemo- 
rate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the encyclical, Rerum Novarum, 


smid in 1891 by Pope Leo 


The Pope, having sent Whit- 
suntide portne to the mem- 
bers of the Church throughout 
the world, described his 
message as being ‘one of love 
and comfort in the present difh- 
cult times. 

Wireless transmission, which for 
many to-day amounted almost to a 
weapon of war, was for the Vatican an 
instrument of Providence in the Apos- 
tolic task of pacification, he said. 

RENEWED MIRACLE 

Thus. it would appear that the miracle 
of Pentecost was renewed. Just as the 
many different peoples assembled in 
Jerusalem were able to hear the voice 
of St. Peter and the other Apostles, so 
the Vatican across the ether called to 
the Catholic community. 

‘Within the general framework of 
labour and the responsible development 
of all physical and spiritual energies of 
individuals and their free organisations, 
the Pope said, “a vast field of multi- 
form activities is opened in which the 


public authority collaborates, firstly, by | 


means of local co-operative or pro- 
fessional organisations, and then by 
reason of the State itself whose 
superior and moderating social 
authority provides for a general 
economic equilibrium. 

“It, is, on the other hand, within the 
competence of the Church in that 
aspect of the social order into which 
moral considerations enter, to decide 
whether such social order is in accord 
with the unchangeable order of the 
Creator manifested by means of natural 
laws and the Revelation. This is the 
two-fold manifestation to which Leo 
XIII appealed, and with reason, in his 
encyclical.” , 


HEART OF LABOUR 


The Encyclical, Rerum Novarum, 
“‘went deep into the hearts of the 
working classes.” ‘‘ This call evoked a 
powerful response, and it is the clear 
duty of justice to recognise the pro- 
ress which has been achieved in the 
ot of the workers through the pains 
taken by the civil authorities in many 
lands. Hence it can be well under- 
stood that the Rerum Novarum became 
the Magna Carta ot a Christian social 
endeavour.”’ Meanwhile, the Pope 
went on, half a century passed, leaving 
moe furrows and grievous disturbances, 
both in nations and society, until the 
years finally poured their dark and 
turbulent waters into the sea of war, 
“whose unforeseen currents may affect 
our economy and society.” 

The Po then dealt with the 
roblems likely to arise after the war, 

ginning with social evolution. Goods 
were created by God for all men, and 
“the natural right to the use of 
materia! s provides man with a 
secure basis of the highest import on 
which to rise with reasonable liberty

The anti-British Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem, who has left Iraq following 
the collapse of the Rashid Ali régime, 
is expected to try to transfer his acti- 
vities to Syria, says an Ankara corre- 
spondent, who states that the terms of 
the armistice include life exile for 
Rashid Ali.

our bases in Africa
